Before  the  Most  Blessed  Sacrament. 


The  Blessed  Sacrament  having  been  exposed  and  incensed  the 
Spiritual  Director,  vested  in  Surplice  and  Stole,  will  begin  by  re- 
citing aloud :

RULES 

Fop  the  Recitation  of  the  Divine  Office  during  ttje  night. 

For  the  recitation  of  the  Office  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  the  adorers 
should  kneel  in  a  line  facing  the  altar  upon  which  the  Sacred  Host  is 
exposed.  He  who  kneels  to  the  right  of  the  centre  of  the  sanctuary 
is  known  as,  the  first  adorer  on  the  right;  whilst  he  who  is  to  the  left  of 
the  middle  of  the  sanctuary,  the  first  adorer  on  the  left.  In  like  manner, 
he  who  is  at  the  extreme  right  or  left  is  known  as  the  second  adorer  on 
the  right  or  left. 

When  two  adorers  reach  the  altar  to  make  their  watch  the  one  who 
reads  the  more  easily  will  occupy  the  place  of  first  adorer  on  the 
right,  the  other  as  first  adorer  on  the  left  At  the  end  of  the  hour 
of  adoration,  these  two  members  take  the  outside  places  and  become 
second  adorers  of  the  right  and  left ;  and  with  the  two  newcomers  re- 
cite the  office.    When  the  office  is  terminated  they  rise  and  retire. 

The  first  adorer  on  the  right  directs  the  recitation  of  the  office.  If  a 
priest  be  present,  it  is  his  place  and  right  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

If,  during  the  first  hour,  there  should  be  no  priest  to  begin  the  office 
with  the  two  adorers,  the  director  of  the  night  will  appoint  some  one  to 
remain  with  them  during  the  recitation  of  the  first  nocturn  and  he  will 
act  as  second  adorer  on  the  right 
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This  first  part  should  be  said  from  9  to  10  P.  M,  and  from  12  to  1  A.  M. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  office  the  adorers  should  recite 
inaudibly  the  Our  Father,  the  Hail  Mary  and  the 
Creed.

FOURTH  LESSON. 

The  Lesson  is  taken  from  the  sermons  of  St.

If  three  nocturns  have  been  recited  then  the  Psalm 
cxxix  is  said  alternately  by  the  adorers  on  the  right 
and  left  beginning  by  the  former.
